“The record of what has been 
done makes us all eager to con- 
tinue and to expand this work 
as needed,” he said, “Unforte- 
nately, even if we had no cases 
of infantile paralysis in our 
county in 1952, there remains 
‘much to be done for patients 
Stricken in 1951 or before. Of 
of the six patients aided in 1952, 
three were old cases, three were 
new ones, The toll of polio con- 
tinues on into the next year or 
years.”
